Senator Bill Bradley listens intently to the concerns of the women of 


Refund Program. He informed them 
that if they worked and earned less 
than $21,250 last year they could 
receive a return up to $2,020 based on 
the number of children that live with 
them. He estimated that 320,000 peo- 
ple in New Jersey received credit last 
year and 150,000 more could take ad- 
vantage of the benefit. 

The Senator remarked that many 
low and moderate income families do 
not file an income tax return as they 
feel no need if they don’t owe Uncle 
Sam, Senator Bradley urged the 
women to file their income taxes for 
the past three (3) years and take ad- 
vantage of the tax benefit. For 
technical assistance the following toll- 
free number was given (1-800-288- 
4E10). 

Senator Bradley also spoke of his ef- 
forts to improve the efficiency of the 
delivery of social services through One 
Stop Shopping — better coordination 
of services. He explained a client 
would go to one agency that could coor- 
dinate needed services rather than go- 
ing to several different agencies. 
Another topic of discussion was the 
components of the recent Welfare 
Reform Act. The women of Harmony

House expressed no strong opposition; 
however, strongly stated the need for 
an increase in the welfare grant to 
meet the cost of housing and job train- 
ing to secure viable employment. 

Several questions were posed to 
Bradley; one such question was “Why 
is homelessness increasing and 
reasons for homelessness?” The 
Senator’s response gave a historical 
view on housing since the 1980’s 
which marked a 90% cut in public 
housing and housing rehabilitation 
funding. He remarked that deinstitu- 
tionalization has also had an effect on 
homelessness as no provisions were 
made to house the individuals return- 
ed to society. 

The depression in Urban America — 
loss of jobs and unemployment were 
also noted as a reason for homeless- 
ness. However, the main reason given 


was the lack of federal housing policy 
and cuts in funds from the Republican 
Administration in Washington, D.C. 
throughout the 1980’s. 


To address the problems of 
homelessness, Senator Bradley 
remarked that a massive need to in- 
vest in housing and the infrastructure 
is required. He explained that the in- 
vestment in public works, transporta- 
tion and communication would create 
jobs and stimulate the economy which 
in turn would put this nation in a bet- 
ter position to meet the needs of the 
population in the next century. 


Inclosing, Bradley expressed to the 
women the importance of voting, as 
their vote could create change — their 
vote counts. He also stated an interest 
in returning to Harmony House in the 
near future to talk further. 


How Does It Feel To Be Homeless 


How does it feel to be homeless? 
What happens when you have to deal 
with a bureaucratic system? These are 
questions I had never appreciated 
before I helped one of our families from 
Babyland who recently became 
homeless. 


The mother, whom we shall call 
Martha, and her four children, all 
under the age of 18, faced the anxiety 
of homelessness fearfully. Martha suf- 
fered the death of her infant back in 
the Fall. Compounded with this grief 
were many social issues among which 
was her struggle to pay rent which was 
beyond her financial means. 


A lot of time was spent in an effort 
to help this grieving woman and her 
family through this crisis in their 
lives. The effort revealed the frustra- 
tions and pain of working within the 
system. 


I accompanied her to several agen- 
cies looking for housing. None of the 
apartments that we looked at were af- 
fordable. Martha had applied for Sec-

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tion 8 subsidizing and is presently still 
on that very long waiting list. 

Her welfare worker did refer her to 
a shelter, but the worried Mom left 
after being depressed with the inade- 
quate space at the shelter and the lack 
of social services available to help her 
and her family get their lives back 
together. Understandable as this was, 
it was a mistake for, this now meant 
she had to begin all over again and 
reapply for another Shelter. 

As we waited in line upon line at the 
welfare Homelss Center I felt frustra- 
tion and anger. What I saw was a room 
filled with men, women and children 
all striving to keep their human digni- 
ty intact in a degrading system with 
which they were all too familiar. 
Finally, in desperation, I called Ms. 
June Rodriguez at Harmony House. I 
cannot express enough gratitude for 
the kindness and help given to this 
family by Ms. Rodriguez and her staff. 

I've learned since that in New 
Jersey, homeless families with 
children are the fastest growing group. 
The overwhelming majority of 
homeless people in the state are 
children. 

Homelessness in New Jersey is 
related directly to a lack of affordable 
housing. The N.J. Department of Com- 
munity Affairs estimates that there 
are 25,000 to 30,000 people who are 
homeless. Figures from around the 
State are staggering. Newark alone 
records between 8,500 and 16,000 
homeless. 

Martha and her children are 
presently in Harmony House and func- 
tioning well. The children have all 
been placed in appropriate schools and 
the mother’s self-esteem has been 
enhanced with the programs and 
assistance available to her at H.H. She 
feels a new sense of hope and is 
grateful for the outreach and help that 
has been given to her and her family. 

Let us hope some planning and fund- 
ing is put in place soon to address this 
degrading problem.

The Meaning Of Family 


A family can consist of the nuclear 
unit, i.e. a mother, father and children, 
or the single parent, or grandparents 
with child custody or any combination. 
Mostly a family consists of people or 
a person who love each other, care 
about each other and want the best for 
their well being. 

For many of our seniors and disabl- 
ed citizens their sole source of a “fami- 
ly” is provided by means of a 
Homefriend. This is a worker who 
gives from six to nine hours a week of 
household, errand and companionship 
service. That is time for which they are 
paid. . 

The New Community Homefriend 
program is very special, however, 
because its workers are extra special. 
The time put in with a client, un- 
compensated for on their paychecks, 
often far outweighs their salaried com- 
mitment. For these workers are more 
than just paid workers, they are peo- 
ple who have become an important 
part of someone’s life. In their minds, 
one cannot place a time limit or 
monetary value on the care of a fami- 
ly” member. 

Following, is the story ofa truly uni- 
que relationship between worker and 
client which shows the caring above 
and beyond the call of duty of which we 
have been speaking. 


One of our New Community 
Homefriends, whom we shall call 
“Michelle” to preserve anonymity, 
was assigned to an elderly resident 
last year. An almost instantaneous 
bond formed, and for Michelle the 
work became a joy. They had formed 
a “family” of kind with both love and 
trust. 

The resident’s apartment was kept 
in animmaculate condition, thanks to 
Michelle, and since sight was a pro- 
blem, she also helped with the mail. 

When bank statements stopped com- 
ing, therefore, Michelle noticed, and 
tried to reassure her client. 

But she did more than that. 

Thanks to the wonderful support 
system built into New Community 
through our own Social Services 
Department, Michelle was able to go 
to them with the problem. 

An investigation uncovered a 
serious situation which was then able 
to be solved. 


The elderly resident, instead of los- 
ing valuable savings, became part of 
the solution for many others who 
might have also suffered such a loss. 


And all because a caring 
Homefriend went the extra mile to 
help.

Special Advisory Commission On Women And Children’s Issues 


Our Director of Human Services, 
Florence Williams, was asked to serve 
on the newly formulated Commission 
for “Women and Children Issues” by 
Senator Wynona Lipman. The Special 
Commission is comprised of educators, 
human service administrators and 
others from Essex County. 

The first meeting (attended by 
Raafiah Odom in Florence Williams’ 
brief absence), held on March 30th, 
displayed much energy and eagerness. 
The Senator indicated such a group 
had never been formed before. 


However, the need strongly exists now 
to receive direct input at this level in 
order to address those issues concern- 
ing women and children with urgen- 
cy and adequacy. 

Some of the immediate concerns ex- 
pressed by the group were the propos- 
ed elimination in part/or all of the 
Community Affairs Office and the 
Public Advocate Office, in addition to 
great concern over the Welfare Reform 
Act. 

The Group has organized into a 
sophisticated information receiving/ 


and disseminating network. An effort 
such as this by the Senator is demon- 
strative of sincere concern and 
interest. 

We look forward to many great in- 
itiatives to evolve from the Commis- 
sion on Women and Children Issues.

The obstacles on the course had for- 
midable names such as Circle of Inclu-

Crossing and Blind-Leading-Blind. 


The look of many of the obstacles was 
intimidating at first glance, but the ob- 
ject of each was to promote teamwork, 
unity and respect and to realize that 
we are only as strong as our weakest 
link. 


With the successful completion of all 
the obstacles, the staff learned that the 
ability to listen to directions not just 
physical strength made all of us 
winners.

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Black History Notes 


Researched By James E. DuBose 


Granville F. Woods 
1856-1910 
Inventor 


Granville Woods, an African- 
American born in Columbus, Ohio, 
during his lifetime obtained 50 
patents for his many inventions, one 
of which was for an incubator (the 
forerunner of machines today), 
capable of hatching 50,000 eggs at a 
time. 

Woods attended schoo! until he was 
ten. As a result of interest spawned 
working in a machine shop, he began 
to improve his mechanical aptitude by 
working on a railroad in 1872, and 
later by studying mechanical 
engineering at college. In 1878, Woods 
became an engineer aboard the Iron- 
side, a British steamer. Within two 
years, he was handling a steam 
locomotive on the D and S Railroad. 

In 1887, Woods invented and 
patented the Synchronous Multiplex 
Railway Telegraph. This device was 
designed to avert accidents by keeping 
each train informed of the where- 
abouts of the other train ahead or 
following it by enabling communica- 
tions between stations from moving 
trains. 

Through his own company, Woods 
marketed his product. Patented files 
in Washington, D.C. show him to have 
been an extremely prolific inventor. In 
a 20 year span between 1879 and 1899, 
no less than 23 inventions bore his 
name. He registered seven separate in- 
ventions with the Patent Office, all of 


them connected with the ingenious 
railway communication system he 
devised.

Series #1 Nutrition 


What is good nutrition? 

Very simply, nutrition is the foods 
we eat and how our body uses the 
nutrients that are found in these foods. 

What are these nutrients and 
why are these important? 

Nutrients are: proteins, car- 
bohydrates, fats, minerals, vitamins, 
and water. These are all necessary for 
life. Babies, children, and teenagers 
need more nutrients than older people. 
For these nutrients help with growth 
and development. 

Older people on the other hand, are 
less active and their need for nutrients 
is less. If you are sick, your need for 
nutrients in greater because they help 
in healing and provide quicker 
recovery. 

Where can one find these 
nutrients? 

Nutrients are found in the foods that 
we eat every day. Your diet must con- 
tain foods from the basic four groups: 
1) meat, poultry, and fish; 2) breads 
and cereals; 3) fruits and vegetables; 
and 4) dairy products. 

If you are already eating a variety 
of these foods you are receiving many 
nutrients. However for those of you 
who are not eating properly let me in- 
troduce you to the basic four and a 
healthier diet. 

The Basic Four Groups... 

The first group, meat, poultry, and 
fish, is needed because it provides us 
with protein, iron, the B vitamins, and 
other nutrients. All of these are impor- 
tant because they build and repair our 
body tissues, that is, our muscle, blood, 
skin, and hair. They are also needed 
for life and growth. 


What are in this group? 

Besides breads and cereals, this 
group contains spaghetti, noodles, 
rice, flour, and other baked goods 
made with whole grain or enriched 
flour. The major nutrient in these 
foods is carbohydrate, which supplies 
the body with energy; this group also 
provides protein, iron, B vitamins and 
fiber. 

Foods not listed under the basic four 
food groups include butter or 
margarine, other fats and oils, alcohol 
and sugar and fall into a fifth group 
called the “other” group. They supp- 
ly the body with energy, but not many 
other nutrients. They also improve the 
taste of food. Because foods in this 
group provide energy, as your patients 
become older and energy needs are 
lowered, they will need to limit these 
foods to help avoid gaining extra 
weight. 

A balanced diet is important 
whether you want to gain, lose, or 
maintain weight for health at any age. 
Many different nutrients are needed 
for good health. Nutrients include pro- 
teins, carbohydrates, fats, vitamins, 
minerals and even water. A balanced 
diet will give you the nutrients your 
body needs. It is important to choose 
a variety of foods because there are few 
foods that supply all of the nutrients 
your body needs in the right amounts. 
An example of this is milk. While milk 
is high in protein, carbohydrates, 
calcium and other nutrients, it con- 
tains very little iron. You get iron 
when you choose foods in the meat, fish 
and poultry group. 

That’s where the balance comes in.

N.C.C. activities as well as working in 
outreach to invite the Hispanic com- 
munity to participation in our Task 
Force meetings where leadership 
training process has been in effect. 

The Hispanic Task Force group isin 
the process of taking a World of Work 
workshop with the assistance of our 
Employment Office personnel. The 
results of this program have been 
great in getting the people to look at 
their skills and awaken in them a 
desire to do something productive with 
them. Some have shown interest in the 
business field, others in education and 
others are getting in touch with 


the Hispanic leadership from St. Rose 
of Lima Parish in Newark speak to 
them. The president of the New Jersey 
Hispanic Law Enforcement Society, 
Detective Liza M. Gonzales, address- 
ed concerns that the youngsters had 
with regard to their human rights and 
their experience with local law en- 
forcers. Asa result of their first discus- 
sion Detective Gonzales will be return- 
ing for on going discussions regarding 
drugs, abuse, attitudes, etc. over the 
next few months. 


On Saturday April 25 the youth 
planned a skating trip to enjoy a fun 
day with our volunteers. Trips are 
planned on a monthly basis. 


The Campus Outreach Opportunity 
League of Rutgers University will be 
having a full day activity with us 
where they will come with 15 
youngsters to help beautify some of 
our residential areas.

When we didn’t feel 
well, she always seemed to have the 
cure for what ailed us; her remedy that 
oftimes cured us was her kiss. When 
we felt that we could not accomplish 
a task, she would encourage us assur- 
ing us we could if we would try. For cer- 
tain occasions she saw to it that we had 
suitable clothes although she wore the 
same old dress. She felt proud of us 
when sometimes we hadn’t done 
anything for her to be proud of. Always 
our advocate was she. 

There were Mothers who worked

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hard at menial jobs — meagerly earn- 
ing and squirreling away money to 
send their siblings off to college with 
the hope that one day their children 
would have it better than they had it. 

There were other Mothers who sat 
in criminal court rooms where their 
children were on trial, and still others 
who visited correctional institutions of 
incarceration on scheduled visiting 
days. Mothers have long stood beside 
their children in times of adversity. 
Vain are all our tributes to Mother if 
we do not heed her instructions and 
live a meaningful life. 

Mothers do grow old, and sometimes 
disabled, reminisce and yearn to see 
the children they reared, who too often 
forget them. 


Motherhood is more than a result of 
biological insemination. Motherhood 
involves responsibility; to set a good 
example for their children; to teach 
their children traditional Biblical 
values. 

Every day should be Mother’s Day; 
however, on this Mother’s Day let us 
remember Mother with compassion 
and deed; and let us remember the 
Blessed Virgin Mary, Mother of Jesus 
Christ who, in a manger, gave birth to 
our Lord and Savior.

Hispanic Youth Take On D.A.R.E. 


Saturday, April 11, 1992, D.A.R.E. 
officer, Detective Inez Gonzalez, spoke 
to the members of the Junior Hispanic 
Youth Program at New Community’s 
office at 545 Orange St. in Newark. 
D.A.R.E., which stands for Drug 
Abuse Resistance Education, is a 
seventeen session program aimed at 
elementary-grade students. It deals 
with the assertiveness, self-esteem, 
and confidence that adolescents must 
have in order to stand up to peer 
pressure. 

Detective Gonzalez stressed the 
need for Hispanics to take an active 
role in changing the negative 
stereotypes placed on the Hispanic 
community. The students, ranging in 


age from 12 to 14 years, listened 
carefully to the detective’s advice and 
experience. They were given an oppor- 
tunity to question a wide range of sub- 
jects aside from drugs — police con 

duct, authority, and sexual abuse were 
some of the covered areas. 

Through an agreement with 
Hispanic Youth Program director, 
Sister Guadalupe Nieto, Detective 
Gonzalez has made arrangements to 
conduct the D.A.R.E. program begin- 
ning in May. The students voted 
unanimously to participate and take 
on their responsibilities as students of 
the anti-drug program.
